Why then, it will be asked, did they con- 
tradict their own faith? To answer this 
correctly, no doubt we must say, not be- 
cause they wished to deceive others; but 
because they themselves were in the 
darkness of their own wisdom.

As we have so clearly detected this in- 
stance of inconsistency, We may now no- 
tice as palpable a case of partiality.
